in its twenty-seventh season, is a trip back in time to a 
Sixteenth-Century English Market Place, complete with 
the recreation of a small town and all of its many inhabit- 
ants.

About 40 million people are infected by HIV/ 
AIDS worldwide. Almost half of those people affected 
live in Africa. To make these statistics more relatable, Brit- 
tany explained that it would be about the same as if the 
entire population of Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut and New York 
combined were infected. While answering the question 
of how this effects us, Britt explained that teenagers ages 
15 through 24 make up half of all those newly infected. 
Furthermore she stated, "This is our generation that is 
suffering and it is our generation that can turn it around.'' 

The Grassroot Soccer organization teaches profes- 
sional soccer players the knowledge they need to educate 
and empower the youth of Africa on how to live their 
lives freely from HIV/ AIDS. It takes on $25 in order to 
graduate a student from the educational program. One 
hundred percent of the proceeds made on Saturday went 
directly to the Grassroot Soccer program. 

At the end of the day, the 2009 Kick Aids event 
at Mariner Fields raised approximately $4,000, which will 
help educate 160 children in Africa. This proved there to 
be truth in the wise words that a 12 year old Grassroot 
Soccer graduate once said, "We can make a difference.

Inside versus outside cats 

I have a new kitten and I am trying to decide whether to let 
him out or to keep him as an inside cat. Any thoughts? 
Cats that go outside are exposed to a multitude of dan- 
gers. These include cat fights, cars, coyotes, ticks and 
fleas, heartworms and infectious diseases such as feline 
leukemia virus and feline AIDS. 

What can I do to protect my cat if I decide to let him out? 
Cars, coyotes. Feline AIDS and other cats are best 
avoided by leaving your cat inside. Ticks and fleas can 
be controlled by applying Frontline Top Spot once a 
month. Heartworms can be prevented by using Heart- 
gard monthly and the risk of Feline Leukemia virus can 
be minimized through vaccination.

A Special Town Meeting for the Town of Marion 
was called to order in the auditorium of Sippican School 
on Monday, September 22 at 7:04 pm by Town Moderator 
David B. Titus, having noted the presence of a quorum of 
some 100 voters. 

All four articles on the warrant were related to 
the proposed expansion of the Little Neck Village (LNV) 
senior housing complex to give the Marion Affordable 
Housing Trust (MAHT) permission to proceed with the 
winning proposal submitted by EA Fish Associates, Inc. 

Under ARTICLE SI, voters were first asked to 
authorize the Board of Selectmen to purchase 1.3 acres 
of property located at 330 Wareham Road for a sum of 
money not to exceed $225,000 to be used for the so-called 
Little Neck Village expansion project. 

"This land is adjacent to the town-owned parcel

of senior housing at Little Neck Village/' said Selectman

Having previously presented a similar expansion 
proposal to Town Meeting voters back in May, Mr. Foster 
noted the Marion Affordable Housing Trust has attempt- 
ed to address the concerns raised by residents at that time. 
Since then, a new proposal presented by EA Fish, Inc. has 
been accepted for a 48-unit, seniors-only housing project 
on the existing Little Neck site. 

"The facility will be brought completely up-to- 
date, it will be ADA-compliant and handicap-accessible,'' 
Mr. Foster said. "The other benefit is by taking matters 
into our own hands, we are gaining some immunity to 
unfriendly 40B projects that might be forced on Marion." 

One of the big advantages to this proposal, ac- 
cording to Mr. Foster, is that no additional burden will be 
placed on the Marion taxpayers. The $525,000 of Com- 
munity Preservation Act (CPA) funds already allocated 
and available for the project would be used to garner $7.7 
million for the project — so every $1 in CPA funds would 
bring in $15 in outside funding. 

Turning to the articles at hand, Mr. Foster noted 
ARTICLE SI would ask voters to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to purchase a 1.3-acre strip of land adjacent to 
the existing Little Neck Village facility for $225,000 with 
CPA funds approved at previous Town Meetings. 

ARTICLE S2 would ask voters to transfer the 
1.3-acre strip to the Marion Affordable Housing Trust for 
use of building affordable rental housing for occupants at 
least 62 years old. 

Under ARTICLE S3 voters would be asked to 
transfer the existing Little Neck Village site on 8.6 acres 
of land to the Marion Affordable Housing Trust for use of 
building affordable rental housing for occupants at least 
62 years old. 

Finally, ARTICLE S4, which would have granted 
an easement along Hermitage Road, will be passed over.

It was put on the warrant merely as a contingency, but 
there isn't any need for it now, Mr. Foster said. 

But current Little Neck Village resident Helen 
Westergard made a presentation expressing her concern 
over the effect the project would have on the natural habi- 
tat and wildlife in the area. She also noted the proposed 
ingress and egress options for Little Neck Village need to 
be fine-tuned, since there have been about 17 accidents 
along Route 6 in the immediate area over the last two 
years. 

"The work on the project has been ongoing, and 
I applaud much of what has been accomplished,'' Ms.

"I guess I have one remaining concern/' said Sally 
Madison. "Fm concerned about the (rents) the newer 
people will have to pay coming in to Little Neck Village.

median income. 

Currently, those earning 30 percent would pay 
$427 a month for a one person, one bedroom unit and 
$513 a month for a two person, two bedroom unit. Those 
in the 60 percent tier would pay $855 a month for a one 
person, one bedroom unit; $1,026 a month for a two per- 
son, two bedroom unit. 

But existing Little Neck Village resident Dot 
Burrill suggested those who have issues with the rental 
structure can always apply for state assistance and this is 
one of those details that can certainly be worked out at a 
later time.

There are approximately 200 unhcensed dogs in 
town. As of this year, no late notices were sent out and 
there were no reminders in the print media. Chief Magee 
has several concerns because of the cost of enforcement 
to the Police Department, the loss of revenue to the town 
which approximates one third of the Animal Control 
budget, and the lack of knowing whether these dogs have 
been inoculated against rabies.

Lakeview Terrace. Starring Samuel L. Jackson and Patrick 
Wilson. Directed by Neil LaBute. Running time: 110 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. 

For the most part, Samuel L. Jackson exudes not only hipness and ba- 
dassery but rationality. He says something, and it rings with sharp authority. 
So when he plays someone mean and irrational, he can be frightening indeed 

— if the script supports him. It doesn't in Lakeview Terrace, an ugly thriller 
unredeemed by any insight or depth. Even its paltry ironies feel secondhand, 
and I don't think it earns the right to play with racial /racist emotions the way 
it does. 

Jackson is Abel Turner, a sportively vicious L.A. cop who makes life 
miserable for his new neighbors in a posh suburb, who happen to be a mixed- 
race couple, Chris and Lisa Mattson (Patrick Wilson and Kerry Washington). 
Abel hates them — particularly Chris — pretty much on sight, for reasons 
eventually made clear in a clumsy speech. Deranged by twenty-eight years on 
the force and by his wife's death — and its (to him) suspicious circumstances 

— Abel is a rigid, single-minded psycho, a cross between Denzel Washington 
in Training Day and Ray Liotta in Unlawful Entry. If he messes with you, what 
are you gonna do, call the police? For a while, Jackson's devastating contempt 
for the weak white man and his too-good-f or-a-black-man wife carries Lakeview 
Terrace. But only for a while. 

On the surface, this is yet another troublemaker courtesy of director Neil 
LaBute, who started out strafing art-house audiences with corrosive autopsies 
of hollow yuppies {In the Comipany of Men, etc.) and came a cropper two years 
ago with the legendarily laughable Wcker Man remake. If LaBute's Wcker Man 
said that we shouldn't trust women with power, Lakeview Terrace (which he 
did not write) comes dangerously close to saying that we shouldn't trust black 
men with power, either. (John McCain must be cheerful about the film's tim- 
ing.) In truth, the only person in the movie obsessed with race is Abel, whose 
mind swims with resentments real and imagined. Chris and Lisa make out 
in their pool in full view of Abel and his two children, which is bad, but then 
Abel extrapolates that into the corruptive influence of the liberal, valueless 




universe they come from. His biblical name is likely not incidental. 

All right, it's a tense situation that allows Jackson to be menacing with 
impunity (though only as far as a PG-13 rating will allow). It's raw red meat 
for him to chew on, but it's also rancid meat. People have made much of the 
similarities to Unlawful Entry, but the more useful comparison is to 2002's 
underrated Changing Lanes, in which Jackson and Ben Affleck had a fierce 
battle of wills that came out of their finely-drawn characters and didn't lead 
to a climax involving gunfire and wildfires. Jackson was more subdued there, 
his rage more credible. Here, Abel only acts human whenever he wants to 
manipulate Chris back into his confidence; he remains a caustic mastermind 
throughout, and I couldn't figure out why Chris and Lisa show up at a party 
at Abel's house late in the game when what they should be doing is looking 
at the real-estate ads. 

This is as stupid, hollow, and irresponsible a movie as any I've seen, and 
I've seen llsa: She-Wolf of the SS. Put a gun in a black man's hand and a badge 
on his chest and he'll abuse the power, just as in Training Day. I suppose it's 
nice that Denzel Washington and Samuel L. Jackson feel we've come along far 
enough as a society that they, prominent black actors, can play hateful villains 
and not have to be Sidney Poitier in every movie. But what's the difference 
between these characters they've played and the pop-eyed animalistic Negros 
in the Klan-glorifying Birth of a Nation 93 years ago? The spectre of the angry, 
powerful black man has unhinged this country for centuries, it bids fair to 
influence the upcoming election as well, and here's Sony Screen Gems merrily 
churning a cheap thriller out of it. Lakeview Terrace made me mad, and not in 
the way it intended to.

Article 21: Amend the General 
By-Laws of the Town of Marion, Article XXVI 
(Animal Control), Section 8 (Licenses and Tags) 
by deleting the second paragraph in its entirety and 
inserting in place thereof the following: 

There shall be a fee that is paid by the 
owner for each license and tag and any replace- 
ment tag issued by the Town Clerk. All fees under 
this section shall be determined by the Board of 
Selectmen, and may be changed from time to time 
as they deem appropriate. No fee shall be charged 
for a license for a dog owned by a person aged 70 
years or over 

Article 23: Amend Article I (General 
Provisions) of the General By-Laws by inserting 
the following new Section 5: 

(a.) The tax collector or other municipal 
official responsible for records of all municipal tax- 
es, assessments, betterments and other municipal 
charges, hereinafter referred to as the tax collector, 
shall annually furnish to each department, board, 
commission or division, hereinafter referred to as 
the licensing authority, that issues licenses or per- 
mits including renewals and transfers, a list of any 
person, corporation, or business enterprise, herein- 
after referred to as the party, that has neglected or 
refused to pay any local taxes, fees, assessments, 
betterments or other municipal charges for not less 
than a twelve month period, and that such party has 
not filed in good faith a pending application for an 
abatement of such tax or a pending petition before 
the appellate tax board. 

(b.) The licensing authority may deny, 
revoke or suspend any license or permit, includ- 
ing renewals and transfers of any party whose 
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name appears on said Hst furnished to the licensing 
authority from the tax collector or with respect to 
any activity, event or matter which is the subject 
of such license or permit and which activity, event 
or matter is carried out or exercised or is to be 
carried out or exercised on or about real estate 
owned by any party whose name appears on said 
list furnished to the licensing authority from the 
tax collector; provided, however, that written 
notice is given to the party and the tax collector, 
as required by applicable provisions of law, and 
the party is given a hearing, to be held not earlier 
than fourteen days after said notice. Said list shall 
be prima facie evidence for denial, revocation or 
suspension of said license or permit to any party. 
The tax collector shall have the right to intervene in 
any hearing conducted with respect to such license 
denial, revocation or suspension. Any findings 
made by the licensing authority with respect to 
such license denial, revocation or suspension shall 
be made only for the purposes of such proceeding 
and shall not be relevant to or introduced in any 
other proceeding at law, except for any appeal from 
such license denial, revocation or suspension. Any 
license or permit denied, suspended or revoked 
under this section shall not be issued or renewed 
until the licensing authority receives a certificate 
issued by the tax collector that the party is in good 
standing with respect to any and all local taxes, 
fees, assessments, betterments or other municipal 
charges, payable to the municipality as of the date 
of issuance of said certificate. 

(c.) Any party shall be given an op- 
portunity to enter into a payment agreement, 
thereby allowing the licensing authority to issue a 
certificate indicating said limitations to the license 
or permit and that the validity of said license shall 
be conditioned upon the satisfactory compliance 
with said agreement.
